med and perfected into the Body of Socinianiſm, as 
now it ig. The ſaid Socinus died about 88. years

Hitherto we have proceeded to caution you upon a- 
Suppoſition, that the Attempts of Socinians may prove 
effectual, or not gain much ground among us; but if 
they ſhould, which the good God avert, the Conſequen. 
es thereof give a fad Proſpeck to all the true Friends of 
this Church, though Her Enemies may pleaſe themſelves - 
with the premeditation of it. 

What Alterations, Diſtractions, Confuſions would So- 
cixianiſm-bring with it? This duly pondered, I hope, 
will provoke all good men to Watch and Guard againſt - 


all approaches of it. Who pts nok, as is Novel-Herefie - 
advances, our Faith, our Worſhip, and Feclefraſtical Go 


wrumext is in danger? If this prevail, we muſt have 
new Articles of Religion, new Creeds, and our Prayers 
and Common Service muſt be almoſt all new; and our 
Church muſt be quite another thing than now it is (if it 
ſhall then deſerve that Name) when its Pillars are ſhaken,
